- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An Identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowabilily is tentetive and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the conbary. 

- The signatore of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomn is not an attechment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance 6f the interview of each case. It
